THT ORCEST ER has a place among the eminent 

1 cities in England. There are reckoned but 
five ſuperior to it for largeneſs and populouſneſs. Its 
fituation is very pleaſant, on the gradual aſcent of the 
eaſtern bank of the Severn; the High-ſtreet extending 
itſelf along the higheſt ground. On the ſouth-welt is 
a fine view of Malvern Hills and Wells, (about 8 miles 
from this city.) This mountain, which befriends its 
whole neighbourhood, is beneficial to Worceſter by 
its falutary ſprings and air. On the north-weſt are 
ſeen Abberley Hills; on the eaſt fide the view is one

Conſtantius Czjar has been affigned for the founder 
of Worceſter, a City of the Antient Britons. It de- 
rived its name from the Saxon word WICA-ERNE, which 
ſignifies a Warrior's Lodge, or the Heroe's Place of 
Retirement. Probably this was the reaſon of the 
name the Saxons gave the CERAsTaE, or Roman Fort

The Cathedral makes a noble appearance; its model 


reſembles the Collegiate Church of Bausskls, in the 
AusrRIAN NETHERLANDS, 


About the year 268, the Church which the Britons 
had in this place, was dedicated to St. Peter. 


It was not a Cathedral till the year 679, when Ethel- 
red King of Mercia, placed in it the chair of that 


Biſhop of the Wiccians, who was conſecrated by Arch- 
biſhop 'Theodore. 


The firſt mention of St. Mary's Minſter, is in a 
Charter of King Æthelbald, A. D. 743. 


In the reign of King Edgar, A D. 964, Biſhop 
Oſwald rebuilt the church; but the improvements 
in architecture ſince brought his ſtructure into contempt 
by the Normans, whoſe nobles were addicted to pil- 
Frimages in the Holy Land, and brought a loftier ſtyle 
of building, what is now called the Gothic. Ihe 
nobleſt part of the Cathedral we owe to Biſhop Wulſtan, 
who, in 1084, laid the foundation of a new church, 
which he fiviſhed in four years. — On this Biſhop's 
ſeeing the workmen pull down the old church, he _— 

| an 
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and ſaid, “ We deſtroy the works of our forefathers, 
only to get praiſe of ourſelves; that happy age of 
holy men, knew not how to build ſtately churches, 
and under any roof offered up themſelves living tem- 


ples unto God; but we, neglecting the care of fouls, 
labour to heapup ſtones.” 


The new Cathedral ſuffered more than once by fire, 
in ages ſubſequent to its erection. In 1218, it way 
conſecrated anew, in the preſence of King Henry III. 
and a grand aſſembly of nobility, biſhops, &c. and 
dedicated to Mary the Holy Mother of God, the bleſſed 
Apoſtie Peter, and St. Oſwald and Wulſtan. — TW o 
years aſter, the bells were conſecrated; ſome to the 
Saviour and his Mother, to Hauteclere, and his Com- 
peer, to St. John the Evangeliſt. 


In 1224, the church was enlargened by Biſhop Blois ; 


this was the welt front. 


In 1374, the Tower was. finiſhed, There are eight 
muſical bells, ſuppoſed to be equal to thoſe of York, 
the largeſt weighing 660o0lb. and have the following

The Pulpit is of ſtone, of an octagon figure, earved 
in the Gothic mode, with the four Evangelic Hiero- 
glyphics, and a curious repreſentation of the New 


| Jeruſalem, as deſcribed in the Revelations. 


The Altar-piece, which is of plain oak, with pilaſters 
in the Corinthian order, has a beautiful Picture of the 
Deſcent from the Croſs, in the centre pannel, which 


was preſented to the Chapter by Valentine Green, Eſq. 
in the year 1792. 


'The Biſhop's Throne is a work in the old taſte; on 
the top is the type of the eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction; 
and the emblems of peace, denoting the olive branch. 

'The Organ conſiſts of 9 ſtops; the trumpet ſtop 1% EU 
allowed the fineſt in the kingdom. The laſt repair- 
ation of it coſt 3ool. raifed by ſubſcription of the 
neighbouriug noblemen, whoſe arms are blazoned on 
the gallery.

In 1373, the Cloiſter was built, in which is the 
Library; and the College-Hall, where the Oratorios
